As the gates of the great campalgn swing roughly open, It Is easy to see
that the regular Democratic  ticket, headed by Judge Van Wyck, will be
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elected. I om convinced that the battle
is won novw, o far as the Mayoralty is
concerned. The position of the Demo-
cratic party i npt unlike that of &
standing army fighting mobs. The
flerceness of the regular Repabllcan cry
in the campaign seems to be due to a
deslre to save Senator Platt's prestige
as a leader by smashing the Low
forees rather than to any hope of eleet-
ing General Tracy. Mr. George's
strength 1s perceptibly dwindling, al-
though he Is making a gallant fight.
It is plain that he doess not command
the united support of organized labor.
Every straw vole reveals (hls weak-
ness in his forces.
